To the Directors of the East Rocks Hematite Iron Ore Company. 

GENTLEMEN,—At your request I have visited the setts proposed to be Worked by 
vou under this name, and have also visited the neighbouring setts, where the

But if 
cut good (and here is my “chief” point), it will take ¢welve months 
at least to bring it into full play; and what may be required in the 
meantime for machinery it is impossible for the agents, or anyone 
else, to tell. The engine is a 60-inch cylinder, pumping from three 
shafts, one 140 and two 120 fms. deep; the north and flat-rod shafts, 
having flat rods attached,-the latter for 70 fms. in length. There is 
also a drawing engine and a stamping engine with 32 heads of 
stamps. These are capable of stamping out 20 tons of tin per month, 
and the present returns of the mine are about 14 tons, yielding a 
small monthly profit. When the South Condurrow lode becomes 
productive, and more stamping power is required, I shall hope to 
see a pair of pneumatic stamps erected. 

I explained to the agents that the “complaints” as to management 
referred to the principal department, with which they had nothing 
to do, and I hoped and beleved that in a year or two they would 
have one of the richest tin mines in Cornwall.

And this is the case with the South Condurrow 
and Grenville lodes. The pace of the latter is known, that of the 
former is all conjecture at present. , . 

East Grenville is looking poor; the engine, as at Grenville, is a 
60-inch cylinder, and only pumping from one shaft, but it was over- 
powered for months during the winter, and the delays occasioned 
by it are scarcely yet got over, and have been a heavy loss to the 
shareholders. The chief point of interest is the driving the 120 cross- 
cut to intersect the Grenville and South Condurrow lode, and it is 
hoped this will be proceeded with, as fast as possible. _ :

TERRAS TIN MINING COMPANY. 


The half-yearly meeting of shareholders was held at Thomas's 
Hotel, Grampound-road, on Thursday, 

M r. PEARCE, the Chairman of directors, in the chair. 

The circular convening the meeting having been read, the secre« 
tary read the report of the directors, Which was as follows:— 

The directors have much pleasure in presenting their report to the shareholders 
of the present position of Terras Mine. In consequence of the contractor's desire 
to secure the best possible stamps some delay has occurred. The directors are 
glad, however, to be able to state that, in their opinion, he appears to have succeeded 
in obtaining the object of his wishes in the erection of Willoughby’s spring-stamps 
eight of which, equal to 80 of the old stamps, are now on the mine, and that he has 
made arrangements by which additional ones equal to 300 (if on trial found satis- 
factory) can be erected by the end of the year ‘The directors are satisfied with the 
principle of these stamps, which is simple and effective; and if proved that they 
are suitable, and that there is saving in the expense of fuel in working them, they 
will be amply sufficient for reducing the supply of elvan and lode tin, which the 
mine possesses in great abundance, by which the tin produced will be increased to 
an extent beyond their former anticipations. The great quantity of tin raised dur- 
ing thelast six months, though diminished in quantity through the delay occasioned 
by the want of stamping-power, is considerably greater than last half-year, as will 
be seen by the accounts, which show an increase of over 1000/. in the returns. The 
directors have to report their satisfaction with the efforts of the contractors during 
the last six months to fulfil his contract, and their conviction that he will be able 
to finish the works therein specified by the end of the year. The agents’ report 
will show the particulars of the work which has been done since the last gencral 
meeting. From this report it will be seen that the mine is opening up well, and 
that its various lodes are increasing in value, and holding out the prospects of very 
large returns of tin in the future. The directors are pleased with his renewed at 
tention to his duties. The directors are glad to see from the profit and loss account 
that there isa net profit of 1067/. 16s. on the half-year; and they recommended 
that a dividend of 1s. 6d. per share be declared on the shares issued to the public 
for the development of the mine. The directors call the attention of the share- 
holders to the important fact that the elvan stone in depth continues to increase in 
value. They are also delighted to observe that two new lodes have lately been dis- 
covered of great richness--one 10 ft. wide as far as seen, worth about 25/. per fathom 
in the course of the cross-cut at the engine-shaft ; and the other the new east and 
west lode near the stamps, about 3 ft. wide, worth 16/. From these sources in- 
creased quantities of tin may soon be confidently expected. 

The statement of accounts was then read, which showed that the 
receipts were—Balance last account, 700/.; amount received for tin, 2168/.: making 
a total of 2869/.—Expenditure: By dividend of 1s. 6d. per share on 13,031 shares, 
as declared at last meeting, 977/.; labour at mine, 538/.; materials, 373/. ; carriage 
of ores and materials, 42/.; royalty on ores, 120/.; agency at mine and office ex- 
penses, 74/.: leaving a balance in favour of the mine of 1067/. 

The captain’s report was then read, as follows:— 

In handing you my report I do so with much pleasure, as, upon the whole, th 
mine never looked so well as at present. Our prospects at the 40 are cheering in- 
deed, from the fact of our having intersected in the cross-cut a lode of gigantic di- 
mensions, 10 ft. wide, composed of copper, lead, blende,andtin. The tin, however, 
predominates, It may be mentioned that at the upper or 30 fm. level this lode was 
so small and poor that it almost passed unnoticed ; at all events, it was valueless. 
It is now one of our chief points of interest and importance in this part of the mine 
and will, without doubt, as depth: is attained, eventually prove to be one of our best 
tin-producing lodes. It is all the more encouraging that it is found in the very 
heart of the soft blue elvan. I would strongly advise the further sinking of the 
engine-shaft forthwith, so as to be ina position to make these and otler !> les avail- 
able at a deeper point at the earliest possible moment. The very large amount cf 
work done by the old men on these lodes at a shallow depth makes it all the more 
urgent to extend our workings in this direction. The cross-cut is within about 
3 fms, of Edwards's lode. We expect to cut it in about three weeks from the pre- 
sent time; and, from present indications, the lode will be much richer for tin than 
it has been in the level above. The 30 west, on Edwards's, is being proceeded with ; 
the lode is about 3 ft. wide, worth about 14/. per fathom. We have about 6 fms. 
more to drive before we reach under the western whim-shaft. Directly this is ac- 
complished we shall commence with the 20, both for the purpose of venti'ation and 
for drawing the stuff. A large amount of good paying ground will then be avail- 
able from this part of the mine. The 30 east, on Edwards's, has been driven into 
elvan No. 1 for about 36 ft., and we have not yet reached the northern portion of 
it. It is now hard, and requires blasting. It contains fair quantities of tin, and 
maintains its general character and appearance. Our object in cutting through it 
is to see Edwards’s lode on the other side. The stope in the back of the 30, on Ed- 
wards's lode, yields fair quality stuff, worth about 12/. per fathom. The various 
stopes on elvan No. 1 are worth on an average about 10/. per cubic fathom. The 
lode in the level west, on new east and west lode, yields some splendid tinstuff, 
worth about 14/. per fathom. The winze in the bottom of the deep level, in elvan 
No. 1, is worth fully 20/. per cubic fathom. With regard to this part of the pro- 
perty, I beg to recommend that an engine-shaft of moderate dimensions, sufficient 
to carry 10-in. pitwork, be sunk in such a position as to command the two east and 
west and caunter lodes, together with Nos. 1 and 2 elvans. The whole of these can 
be drained from this particular point, and, if the old stamping machinery be sus- 
peuded in favour of the new and improved machinery for stamping, the present 
stamping-engine can be made available for pumping and hauling purposes. This 
will open out this portion of the mine ina very satisfactory manner, and within 
reasonable time. 

Dr. TAYLOR moved the adoption of the report, and remarked that, having paid 
much attention to the mine during the last 12 months, he had no hesitation in say- 
ing that the mine was in a remarkably prosperous state at the present moment, 
Hitherto they had been delayed for want of stamps, but he believed they had the 
right article now, and would have equal to 300 heads of stamps, which would rea- 
lisea large quantity of tin next year. He believed they might anticipate at least four 
times more than now. From 20 to 30 tons per month would be obtained at com- 
paratively little expense, as they were really quarrying instead of mining most of 
the stuff. The new stamps require much less fuel than the old ones, and he an- 
ticipated that withont difficulty the dividends would be increased, and, perhaps, 
doubled next year. They had plenty of tinstuff, and would have power to dress 
it, so that he did notsee any hindrance to turning outa large quantity. He was 
glad to be able to say that the report of the directors was as little coloured as any 
report could be. 

Mr. HAMILTON, in seconding the motion, said he had visited the mine six 
months ago, and had prejudices against it, but he came with avery different opinion 
to the present meeting. He was much please with what he saw, and believed that 
in 12 months they would have a mine that would surprise them. Capt. Atkinson, 
he knew, held similar views, and Mr. White felt certain dividends would be dou- 
bled next year. ‘ . 

The reports were on the meeting and adopted unanimously, anda dividend 
of 1s. 6d. per share was declared, 

Mr. MartTIN CALDER. C.E., was appointed to see that the conditions of contract 
were carried out by Mr. Martien, and to facilitate the transfer of the mine from the 
contractor to the company at conclusion of contract, which would expire at the end of 
the year. 

The CHAIRMAN announced his intention of retiring from the office of director at 
the end of the year, owing to business engagements, and he recommended Mr, 
Darston, of Edinburgh, where many large shareholders resided, to fill the place. 
The appointment of a director resident at Leeds was also recommended. 

Mr. Justice said that, as far as the success of the Terras depended upon new 
stamps, he was confident there would be no failure. 

Mr. JosePH WitLovensy said that no one had ventured to say that the new 
stamps were anything but a great success. They would require 75 per cent, 
less fuel than the old, and the wear and tear of the heads would be a mere nothing. 

Dr. TAYLOR, in the highest terms of eulogy. acknowledged the indebtedness of 
shareholders to Mr. Martien. | «ahi : 

Capt. Rrcxarp said it had given him infinite pleasure to communicate the dis- 
covery of the lode at the 40 fm. level. He believed that within a few months the 
mine would demonstrate by actual results all that had been said in the report. The 
tinstuff taken from the shallow lodes rivalled almost any lodes he had seen in the 
county ; and when they get dow deeper very much increased returns might be de- 

nded upon. He had never seen a lode in the county equal to that at the 40 fm. 
evel —it was much richer and better defined than at the 30 fm. level, and was now 
worth fully 25/. per fathom. He had not the slightest doubt but that they would 
cut through an excellent course of tin at the 50 fm. level. He was well satisfied 
with the new stamps, and believed they would have 30 per cent. more work done.

second—the Floutern Tarn, Starling Dodd, and Red Pike Mines—was situate on 
the northern slope of the Red Pike Mountains, considerably to the north of the 
mines just referred to, and about midway between the Emmerdale and Buttermere 
Likes. The noble Chairman then proceeded to say that after certain preliminary 
trials as to the position of the ore, and as to its continuous character, which had 
bean made antecedent to tho formation of the company, and which were of a very 
satisfactory character, the company had been formed in July, 1871, and the shares 
were subecquently allotte1 on the 13th of the same month. The directors were 
then appointed, and they proceeded without delay to take the best measures they 
could for improvin and utilising the property of the company. There were three

Without troubling the meeting 
with what, perhaps, would be an unnecessary repetition in detail, as already given 
in the report, of the causes of the delay which had taken place in regard to the 
carrying out of these various operations, he would venture to say this much—the 
directors had not failed to make all the endeavours in their power to accomplish 
thove objects. As the meeting was aware, the property was held upon a favourable 
lease for a long number of years. Now, in various letters received by the board 
from shareholders, the directors had been censured for not acquiring sufficient 
lind to erect cottages for labourers while acquiring the property itself. But in 
reply to that he would observe that the directors considered it more to the interests 
of the company that those eottages should be erected upon freehold rather than on 
leasehold land. And, as those who had any experience in such matters would 
readily underst ind, the delays and obstacles to be contended with in the endeavour 
to pure’ise land suitable for the purpose required were very great. The board 
had, however, succeeded at length in procuring, in an eligible situation, and at a 
very reasonable rate —something under 500/,—a property sufficient for 30 cottages, 
affording accommodation for about 110 men. Of that number of cottages six were 
now occupied, 12 were nearly completed, and the board would lose no time in erect- 
ing the remainder. With reference to the F loutern Tarn Mine, the noble Chair- 
man stated that owing to the fact of its being situated ina somewhat inaccessible 
district the board had devoted its attention more particularly to the prosecution of 
the mining operations at the Eskdale and Mitredale Mines, which were more easy 
of access. But enough, however, had been done at the former property, as, no 
doubt, the meeting would have observed from the report of the local manager, Mr. 
Hosking, to prove the value and continuous character of its veins. But it must 
be borne in mind that each of those mining properties, in order to render the ore 
produced readily transferrable to the market, while involving as little delay and 
cost as possible, would require the formation of a tramway connecting them with 
the main line, running north and south along the coast. To form and complete 
this tramway had been the anxious endeavour of the directors, and after much 
consideration, looking to the nature of the country through which it would pass, 
and the possibility of carrying a passenger and goods traffic hereafter, they had 
thought it would prove beneficial to the interests of the company if, in lieu of a 
tramway, a railway line were constructed. Acting in accordance with such an opi- 
nion prompt steps were at once taken towards carrying out such a scheme, but 
subsequently, after the parliamentary plans and surveys had been made, and were 
deposited in due time in accordance with the standing orders of the House of Com- 
mons, it had been found, on due consideration of their legal position, that such a 
line could not belegally constructed by thiscompany. Under these circumstances the 
directors have been compelled to fall back to the intention originally expressed of 
making mineral tramways, and which, immediately on the conclusion of the ne- 
gocistions now pen ling for the purchase of the land along the route, would be at 
once commenced. The directors had at different times visited the mines and gone 
over the land along which the tramway would run, and had satisfied themselves 
that it could be made at a comparatively little expense, and in a comparatively 
short time, as soon as the land was acquired. In the meantime the ore was being 
carried down by road. With regard tothe quality of their ore, he (the noble Chair. 
man) observed that, in addition to the reports of Prof. Ansted and other mining 
authorities which had accompanied the prospectus, several shareholders, more or 
less acquainted with the subjected, had testified to the high quality of their ore. 
(Hear, hear.) In respect to the supply of labour, the scarcity of which hitherto had 
materially operated to the disadvantage of the company, he (the noble Chairman) 
stated thit the last advices received from Mr. Hosking informed the board that he 
was endeavouring, so far as possible, to overcome this difficulty.

The delays which had occurred were at- 
tributable to causes over which the board had no control—to causes which, if the 
eh reholders continued to repose confidence in their directors, they hoped to be able 
to deal with satisfactorily at an early period.

Camp Fioyp (Silver).—E. B. Wilder, Sept. 5: Our operations at 
the mine for the month of August are as follows:—We have extracted 360 tons of 
ore, the average of which is $45 per ton silver. In drift from shaft No. 3 the vein 
matter assays with the ore it carries from $10 to $15 per ton; this drift we are:still 
pushing ahead, trusting to meeting with a higher grade of ore. On the extreme 
north-western portion I have started a prospecting shaft, in hopes to strike a bod 
of ore making towards us from an adjoining mine. We are now 41 ft. deep with 
the same, passing thus far through limestone and a loose slate, but without meet- 
ing with ore, as we must go deeper, owing to the difference of elevation between 
our shaft and that of the outside mine. From incline No. 3 we are still getting good 
ore. ln incline No. 1 we have plenty of ore, but the quality, or grade, is somewhat 
lower than heretofore ; hence the average of $45 per ton. Last Chance cut No.1 
without change, yielding good ore, but limited as to quantity. Near this cutafew 
days since I discovered some good ore, and have now two men at work at this point 
with promising results, it being evidently a continuation of the same body we for- 
merly struck, and which was cut off by a barrier of country rock. The horse-whim 
is now being raised, the cartings having arrived, and in a few days we shall com- 
mence sinking. Thetramroad is in good order, and works well, having taken down 
1300 tons of ore, of which 1200 tons have been transferred to the mill by the carts, 
The pay-roll of men employed at the mine, embracing carpenters on whim, amounts 
to $6792 l4c. 

I have to report the following regarding the working of the mill from Aug. 6 to 
Aug. 31:—The mill has been in operation for 25 days during the above period, and 
has crushed and reduced 957,600 lbs. of ore, with an assay value of $24,141°09, and 
yielding in bullion $20,049-94, being a trifle over 83°05 per cent. As stated in former 
reports, during the 30 days of July in which the contractors had the running of the 
mill in order to comply with their contract, it was almost impossible to obtain 
with accuracy the actual results, apart from the bullion, of materials used, loss of 
quicksilver, &c. ; the latter of necessity greater, owing to the mill being new and 
untried. The loss for July you will notice at 1700 Ibs., and August 1600 Ibs. The 
loss in July per ton is a little over 4 lbs., and for Aug. a little over 31% Ibs. per ton. 
This loss, to a great extent, must be attributed to our ores, they being of the anti- 
monial description; and Mr. Belding finds it—the quicksilver—passing off in & 
minute form when impregnated or coming in contact with the antimony, and float- 
ing off from the settlers. The ores reduced in a raw state, or without wasting, are 
worked up to 83 and 84; while, on the other hand, 63 tons of the same description, 
passed through the furnaces gave but 65 per cent., causing a diminution in the 
working of 18 and 19 percent., showing conclusively that better results are attained 
thus far without the furnace, as a loss in silver was actually the result. The eres 
being in a chloride state, must evidently, to a ‘certain extent, have passed off the 
silver with the antimony from the furnace in a volatile form, and the loss of 
quicksilver was still greater with the wasted ore than with the raw. 

The engine consumes seven cords of wood every 24 hours, dry furnace about one 
half cord. A damper has been placed in the smoke-stack to prevent the escape of 
heat, and with attention on the part of the engineers and fireman a reduction of 
fuel must be the result. The substitution of the 40 screen in place of the 50, in the 
crushing of the ore, is not so great in its results as Mr. Belding and myself antici- 
pated it would be, and hence but a slight gain has been attained per day in number 
of tons crushed.

RAILWAY IRON IN BRITISH AMERICA, 


The demand for our railway iron in British America has moved on 
this year in a very encouraging fashion, the exports to Aug. 31 having 
amounted to 59,050 tons, as compared with 48,114 tons in the corre- 
sponding period of 1871, and 25,001 tons in the corresponding period 
of 1870. These totals were made up month by month as follows:—

The fact is, perhaps, not generally known, but it is a fact notwith- 
standing, that Canada has this year been our best external customer 
for railway iron. The United States have ranked first on the list, 
having taken 340,321 tons. Canada hascome next, with 59,050 tons; 
Russia has ranked third, with 48,941 tons ; and Germany fourth, with 
28,525 tons. The satisfactory position which Canada occupies on the 
list is due—first, to the posses. progress of the Dominion in popula- 
tion and wealth; and, secondly, to the steady improvement which 
has been taking place of late in Canadian railway credit, after 10 or 
12 years of severe depression. The consolidation of the scattered and 
disjointed British North American provinces into one compact Do- 
minion has also stimulated Canadian colonisation, and has, of course, 
helped on, to some extent, the work of Canadian railway construction. 

It is not difficult to divine the immediate cause of the great in- 
crease which is observable in the demand this year for our railway 
iron in Canada. The navvy is busily at work in most parts of the 
Dominion, and hence there is a brisk consumption of rails. The In- 
tercolonial Railway is marching steadily on to completion; the 
Great W estern of Canada is proceeding with its air-line; the Canada 
Southern is to be completed in a few months; the Midland of 
Canada is being prolonged to Georgian Bay; the Grand Trunk of 
Canada is perfecting and improving, and even slightly extending its 
system ; the same may be said of the Northern of Canada; and ao- 
count must also be taken of new lines, such as the Toronto, Grey 
and Bruce, the Wellington, Grey, and Bruce, the Lake Shore, Ke. 
It will be seen that up to the close of August, this year, Canada had 
taken our railway iron to the extent of 59,050 tona, and the figures 
for September, October, and-November will have to be added to 
this total (December does not count for much if connection with 
Canadian imports), so that it appears probable that the consumption 
of our railway iron this year in ritich America will be somewhere 
about 80,000 or 85,000 tons. Certainly, this total appears a small 
one when contrasted with that representing the exports to the United 


States; but still Canada is even now an outlet not at all to be de- 
spised by the British iron trade, while the Canadian demand seems 
likely to increase rather than otherwise in future years, since 
Canada is still only scantily supplied with railway communication. 
For the present, at any rate, great activity is being displayed in the 
work of Canadian railway development. For instance, Mr, HuL- 
BERT, lessee of the Quebee and Gosport Railway, has taken a sub- 
contract to grade 40 miles of the North Shore Railway from Quebec, 
to be ready for the rails by tlie spring of next year. Then, itappears, 
that track-laying on the Canada air-line was completed from Glencoe 
to St. Thomas in September. The first sodof the Kingston and Pem- 
broke Railway has been turned by the Mayor of Kingston, who ap- 
pears to have supported the enterprise very heartily, asevidenced by 
his jocular but appropriate remark, that it gave him great pleasure 
to wheel the first sod, but instead of the traditional sod he would 
make ita barrowful. The Kingston and Pembroke, it may be added, 
will be 148 miles in length, and the contractors are Messrs. PHELPS 
and Co., of Watertown. We have said that the Grand Trunk of Ca- 
nada is perfecting and improving its system, and at a recent luncheon 
at Toronto, attended by Mr. Porrrr, the chairman of the company, 
it was stated that a contract had been entered into for no less than 
43,000 tons of steel rails. It was further announced that out of 
10,000 tons of steel rails only 8 tons gave way during the first month 
in which they were laid, while no less than 3500 tons gave way ina 
proportionate quantity of iron rails. Mr. PoTTER made a distinct 
yromise at the luncheon that the directors would re-lay the Grand 

runk system, or at any rate the main line, with steel rails, and 
provide additional sidings, warehouse, and station accommodation. 
Ihe example of the Grand Trunkin the matter of steel rails will, no 
doubt, not be lost upon other Canadian railway companies. Hitherto 
the rail question has been one of the great difficulties with which 
Canadian railway managers have had to deal, in consequence of the 
trying nature of the Canadian climate. As steel rails are found to 
resist the climate, the work of Canadian railway maintenance will 
be much simplified and facilitated, and this will, of course, encourage 
the construction of Canadian railways. 








THE HEATING POWER OF IRISH COAL, 


The importance of developing the coal fields of Ireland, and the ex- 
cellent opportunity for enterprise in that direction afforded by the 
present position of the coal trade in England, has several times been 
pointed out in the Mining Journal; it is, therefore, particularly 
gratifying to find that the investigation of the heating power of Irish 
coal has been undertaken by so competent an authority as Professor 
RoneErT GALLOWAY, of the Royal College of Science for Ireland ; 
and the results which he has obtained, together with the interesting 
account of the Irish cool fields by Mr. KtIvAIAN, of the Geological 
Survey of Ireland, should suftice to prevent any further delay in pro- 
curing the necessary capital for placing coal mining amongst the 
most profitable of Irish industries. The determinations and the 
proximate analyses of the coals were made in the College laboratory 
as part of the practical chemical course ; so that, although several 
of the laboratory students have had the honour of actually making 
the determinations, everything has been done under the immediate 
direction and supervision of Prof. GALLOWAY, and therefore, their 
accuracy cannot be for a moment doubted. The evaporation tests 
were in every case commenced with the water at the temperature of 
100° Cent. (boiling water point), and the results obtained with the 
several coals tested were— Evaporation.

These figures are the more valuable becaus 
have been published on the subject. Hitherto the statements as to 
the heating power ot Irish coal have been merely general, so that 
there has been no means of ascertaining the relative value of Eng- 
lish and Irish coal. That the coal is of a readily marketable quality 
is now beyond question, for even when the evaporating power is 
lower than that of the better kinds of English coal it would fre- 
quently happen that, owing to the difference in price, it would in 
Irish manufactories be more economic to use native than imported 
coal. In making the investigation Mr. GALLoway has performed 
a very important service, and one which will not fail to be appre- 
ciated by all desirous of seeing the development of the industrial 
resources of Ireland. 








COAL-CUTTING BY MACHINERY—THE FIRTH PRIZES. 


The enquiry whether every competitor for the Frrtu prize will 
be permitted to inspect the working face of coal on which the ma- 
chine will have to work before the day of trial may be answered in 
the affirmative, and if “ Coal Proprietor,” whose communication was 
yublished in the Supplement to last week’s Journal, or any other 
intending competitor, will apply to the secretary of the committee 
he may rest assured that no obstacle will be placed in his way which 
could prevent his machine being shown to the best advantage. Should 
he prefer to work his machines for a few days previous to the trial 
inthe pit in which it will have to be worked the permission would 
undoubtedly be granted for him to do so; or if so-called “neutral 
ground” can be suggested for the trials to take place in, the sugges- 
tion would in all probability be accepted, the committee, in whom 
full power is vested, being most anxious that perfect justice shall be 
secured to every competitor. 

The sole object of the premium being offered was, as we stated 
upon first referring to the subject, to ascertain which was really the 
best machine ; and it should be recollected that the circumstance of 
the name of Firru being connected with so many patents relating 
to coal-cutting machinery is due to the fact that every inventor of 
machines of this class who has sought money and co-operation to 
facilitate the development of the invention has found Messrs. Firtn 
most willing to provide both, their practical acquaintance with the 
requirements of the case often enabling them to suggest useful and 
important modifications before patenting the machines. Nor must 
it be supposed that it was from the machines alone that profit was 
looked for. Messrs. FirtH well knew that the advantage of sub- 
stituting machine for hand labour in cutting coal would be so enor- 
mous that if they were enabled to procure a really good machine 
it would compensate them for their outlay upon patenting and test- 
ing many unsuccessful inventions; and we opine that, quite regard- 
less of what has been expended in this way, few would be more ready 
than they to throw aside all their own machines in order to adopt 
any invention proved to be of greater practical utility. It was, pro- 
bably, some such feeling as this that induced the offer of the very 
handsome premium by Mr. W. FirtuH, the competition for which is 
now upon the eve of taking place. 

The committee by which the adjudication will be made consists 
of twenty members (three being Government Inspectors of Mines, 
who have selected their colleagues from their own knowledge of 
them), and Mr. Frrtu has neither directly nor indirectly interfered 
with their proceedings. Not only has the selection been thus made 
quite independently of Mr. FrrrH, but we believe many of the 
committee are entirely unknown to him. We may add, moreover, 
that the committee at present appear to have acted throughout quite 
independently, as they certainly should have done, of Mr. Firru. 
At one of their early meetings it was suggested that the conditions 
required modification, but as these had been previously settled and 
published by Mr. Frrtu, their modification, of course, presented a 
difficulty ; it was, however, ultimately agreed to adjourn, and to in- 
vite Mr. Frrtu to attend when they next met to discuss proposed 
alterations.

CoLLIERS WAGES IN LANCASHTRE.—Megsrs. ANDREW Kyownys 
and Son, the Bridgewater Trust, the Clifton and Kersley Coal Cyn. 
pany, and other colliery proprietors in the Manchester district, haye 
made another advance of 15 per cent. in the rate of wages paid to the 
miners in their employ. This, with the five previous advances made 
since the month of September last year, will make a total rise of 73 
per cent. The public are generally of opinion that coal mine 
should be a well-paid class of men; considering the risks they have 
to run, and will now probably think they are well paid, as they can 
easily earn from 10s. to 15s. per day. It is remarkable, as showing 
the very general prosperity of the district, when it can be stated a3 
a fact that this high standard has had very little effect in bringing 
new men into the mines. 





THE MINERS’ CONFERENCE.—The recent revival of industry has 
been wonderfully promotive of all such organisations. The rapidity 
with which thisamalgamation has become as it nowis, a represents 
tion of 70,000 men, is, perhaps, without precedent. Great powerfor 
good or for evil is implied in such an organisation. How the men 
who compose it will bear themselves and use their combination in 
a time of declining trade has yet to be seen. Very much will depend 
upon their leaders. Much more, we fear, upon the state of the funds 
of the amalgamation. At present these mean, in this case, a sum of 
between 4000/. and 50007. Mr. HALLIDAY holds that the colliers have 
generally a claim to a considerable advance upon what they are now 
receiving; but he does not see his way to recommending an ra 3 
to get it until the money at the disposal of the district to aid strike 
members is larger than now. Whilstit is plain that the colliers, the 
country through, are immensely better off than ever they were. stil 
it is plain from what has taken place at Walsall that “a paradise of 
a place,” and 7s. a day,is not enough to satisfy some of the men. This 
would seem to be the lot of the West Cumberland men; yet they 
want, and believe they shall get, another 30 percent. Most heartily 
we hope that trade will remain in a condition that will justify ther 
masters in giving them such a further rise, but we cannot say that 
the prospects are in their favour. And no organisation will be sl- 
ficiently powerful to compel employers to be independent of the 
market. It is only trite to say that there is a point beyond which 
masters and men cannot go without ruin in the demands that they 
make on the consuming public, upon which both are altogether de 
pendent. The best of the men know this full well. Let us hop 
that they will have wisdom and courage enough to act upon it. 





Coat AND IRON IN THE UNITED STaTES.—The Marquette and 0t 
tonagon and the Houghton and Ontonagon Railway Companies have 
been consolidated under the title of the Marquette, Houghton, ant 
Ontonagon Railroad.

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


Oct.3.—The fullest confidence is felt throughout the country that 
action in the tin standard is imminent, although the fall was 
yeater than had been anticipated. Two or three reasons are as- 
signed for the drop being of so serious a character. Of course, some 
indication of @ preparation on the part of the smelters for a Banca 
gale is always manifest, but in this instance the downward tendency

tenate ‘condition of affairs—alluded to recently—at the Welsh tin- 
plate works. However, it is felt to be impossible in the face of low 


stocks, a short supply, and what will ere long be a reviving demand, 
for prices to remain as they are. We wish we could see equal en- 
couragement with regard to the copper standard. Its recent move- 
ments appear to be almost inexplicable, and the smelters are com- 
ing in for a fair share of hard words. However, as hard words break 
no bones, they will not mind the opposition to the present system 
much, if it take no more practical shape. 

Dr. Frankland and Mr. Morton, the Commissioners upon River 
Pollution, concluded their enquiries in the county by holding a court 
at Liskeard, on Monday. Strange to say, although some gentlemen 
connected with the leading mining interests of the district were in 
the room, and information concerning the mining industry of the 
locality was asked for, not one came forward, and the agriculturalists had it all 
their own way. Why this was it was hardly possible even to guess. The Com- 
missioners stated plainly enough that they considered the interests of mining lo- 
cally paramount to those of fishing, and even to those of agriculture under proper 
compensation, and that all they desired was that reasonable precautions should 
betaken at the mines. In fact, they are clearly of opinion that the chief aim 
should be to conserve the interests of the greatest number, and not to sacrifice great 
industries to crotchets, practical or impracticable; that while the mines should 
cilled upon to do all thit is reasonable no unreasonable impediments should be 
thrown in the way of their successful operation. The public courts form but a 
yery small portion of the work of the Commissioners. They have personally in- 
gpvted every stream of importance, and they have forwarded to every mine and 
clay-work of consequence a set of the most exhaustive queries, bearing upon every 
aspect of thesubject, thus obtaining a quantity of the most valuable information 
fromthe managers of mines and elay-works themselves. A complete set of answers 
to te questions would give a full picture of any mine or work, including the num- 
ber of hinds, the name of the stream into which the mine water flows, whether 
the bed has silted up, and if so why and how; whetherthe stream is polluted with 
mine refuse; the annual consumption of water; the quantity pumped annually 
and its application ; the volume passing through the slime-pits and settling reser- 
yoirs every 24 hours; the blasting material, oil, and candles used monthly; the 
timber consumed annually; the quantity of gangue quarried monthly, the propor- 
tion of ore of various kinds, and the disposal of the refuse ; whether copper is pre- 
cipitated ; the natare and extent of the dressing machinery ; the number and size 
of the settling-pits, and how often they are cleaned out ; the quantity of refuse 
turned into the stream monthly ; whether hushing is carried on; the description 
of power used; how sewage is got rid of ; whether injury has been caused to land, 
produce, or cattle by polluted water from the mines or works, and whether com 
pensation is paid under agreement or otherwise; if there are any suggestions to 
offer as to the best means of avoiding pollution from mining operations in future; 
with special questions adapted to the differing circumstances of clay and china- 
stone works, The existence of these query papers has not been generally known, 
but this rapid summary of their contents will show how thoroughly the Commis- 
sioners are going about their work. We have reason to confirm the statement made 
last week shat no attempt will be made to interfere with the present appropriation 
of the “red rivers.” 

Before passing from the question of water supply it may not be 
out of place to mention the fact that Mr. J. TH. Collins, F.G.S., in de- 
livering the opening lecture of the Camborne Science Class, laid 
special stress upon the absolute necessity, if the best results were to 
be obtained, of having clean water to work with in conducting dress- 
ing operations. ‘‘ Once,” said he, ‘‘ convince the lords, agents, and the public con- 
nected with mining that to dress tin well they must have a supply of clean water, 
then will water be dammed back in the higher valleys of our county, and we shall 
not hear of so many tons of tin wasted. With the water at present supplied to our 
mines for dressing purposes it is not possible to separate all the tin.” 

As if the Cornish miners were not quite inclined enough to roam 
asitis without any inducements, and as if hundreds had not learned 
by experience that under present circumstances Cornwall offers as 
fair a field to the working miner as any other part of the world, 
the county has been visited by Mr. Daintree on behalf of the Govern- 
ment of Queensland, who has set forth at public meetings the advantages of emi- 
gration to that colony ; and has succeeded in inducing a large number of young 
miners to try their fortunes in that colony. At the Truro meeting Mr. Roebuck, 
of the Great Mineral Corporation, spoke on the other side, and instanced the supe- 
rior advantages offered by the undertaking with which he was connected to indus- 
trious men. With the young Cornishman, however, the proverb is reversed, and 
a bird in the bush is considered more than equivalent to an equally fat one in the 
hand. Mr. Daintree’s chief object is to procure men accustomed to tin mining, for 
the development of the new stanniferous district of which we have heard so much, 
but as yet have seen so little. However, it is young. 

If Cornishmen go abroad it is equally true, through, in a more li- 
mited sense, that foreigners find their way to Cornwall. There are 
now in this country a number of Japanese youths, sent over by their 
Government to investigate the manners and customs of the English 
in this 19th century. They are almost ubiquitous. They turned up 
at the British Association, at the Social Science Congress, and at the meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce. A party of them have visited Cornwall, bringing letters 
of introduction to Mr. 8. Higgs, Messrs. Pike, and Capt. Josiah Thomas, and have, 
under the auspices of these gentlemen, been “doing " the mines. Under Mr. Higgs’s 

tidance they visited North Levant Mine, St. Just, where they inspected the ma- 
chinery, surface operations, &c., ang then went underground ; and on thefollowing 
day paid a'visit to the smelting-works at Chyandour, through which Messrs. Bolitho 
with their usual courtesy and kindness, showed them, and explained the various 
Processes of tin smelting.

An old friend is going the round of the papers in the shape of a 
paragraph descriptive of a cuprifercus stream in Anatolia, which is used by the 
natives for precipitating purposes. It is, however, worth repeating. The writer 
says :— At some miles distant from Kara Hisar I witnessed a curious, and to me 
a novel phenomenon —a stream so strongly impregnated with copper as to present 
the colour and almost the consistency as pea-soup; its breadth was about 12 ft., 
its extreme depth 1 ft., or so. Into this stream the natives are in the habit of 
throwing pieces of iron, in lieu ef which they withdraw some days later corre- 
sponding bars of the purest copper, every atom of the former met il having been, 
through chemical action, replaced by an atom of the latter. I had some trouble to 
get my horse through this stream, as the animal instinctively recoiled from dip- 
ping his hoofs into the corrosive fluid.” 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 

Oct. 3.—The Coal and Coke Trades have been extremely quiet dur- 
ing the past week, and little business has been done in foreign and 
coasting. In order to induce businessa reduction must be submitted 
to in most cases. As to a rapid fall in the price of coal, coke, and 
iron this is not to be looked for, the home demand for fuel, and the 
foreign demand for iron, will prevent any rapid fall in the value of 
these articles at present. Many of the contracts for coal and coke 
are now approaching completion, and, of course, there is much spe- 
culation as to their renewal; there are, however, many coke con- 
tracts having three years torun. A very large contract has been en- 
tered into here lately for gas coals—for 180,000 tons—to be supplied 
next year. The Cleveland ironmasters are not nearly so clamorous 
for coke, and they are standing out for reduced rates, and there have 
been some little concessions, but no serious reduction will be made 
at once. The hematite iron makers in Cumberland are well sold for- 
ward at good prices, so that they can afford to pay the present rates 
for coke, high as they are, and the demand from that quarter con- 
tinues very urgent. The iron shipbuilding trade continues very dull, 
and in consequence the plate-iilis of the district are doing little, and 





there is a bad prospect for them at present, but the rail and bar mills | 


are all well employed, the demand for heavy rails for export being 
extremely good. 

A private meeting has been held this week respecting the large 
ironworks at Sunderland of Oswaldand Co. The liabilities are stated to be 300,000/., 
but it is said that an arrangement will be made by which they will be able to pay 
the creditors in full. It is expected that the extensive and complete rolling-mills 
on the north side of the river will be taken by Messrs. Bell and Co., the extensive 
ironmasters. 1 : ; 3 

The strike at Cold Knott Colliery still continues, and the men who 
remain out are, of course, supported by the Durham Miners’ Union, but many of 
the men have succeeded in getting employment at other works. A strike has also 
taken place at the Wardley Colliery, under most extraordinary circumstances. A 
dispute took place some time ago respecting what is termed ‘laid out” coals, this 
term simply meaning tines imposed on the men for sending foul cval and stones up 
mixed with the good coils. The matter in dispute was referred to the joint com- 
mittee of coalmasters and miners, which was appointed some time ago, when it 
was decided at a meeting, where both partles were fully represented, that the de- 
cisions arrived at by this committee should be binding on both parties. After due 
deliberation the committee settled all matters in dispute, but the men refused to 
abide by the decision, and have come out in defiance of it, and, of course, against 
the wish of the executive of the Durham Mincrs’ Union. 

On Monday an iniportant decision was given by the revising bar- 
rister appointed to examine the list of voters at South Shields. A number of 
miners employed at Harton and Hilda Collieries applied to have their names put 
upon the register. All these men, 240 in number, reside in cottages belonging to 
the owners of the collieries, no rent being charged, their residence in the cottages 
heing considered as pirt of their wages. After a full investig ition of the cases all 
the c'aims were allowed. Should this decision be miintained generally a large ad 
dition will be made to the borough constituences in this district.

REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 


Oct, 2.—The warrant market, which closed on the 24th ult. at 
124s, 6d., opened on Wednesday at 121s. 6d., and business was done 
during that day up to 122s. 9d. On Thursday and Friday there was 
strong speculative buying, and the price steadily advanced ; closing 
for the week at 130s. 6d. On Monday a good business was done 
from 131s. to 129s. Gd. Yesterday a limited number of transactions 
took place from 129s. 6d. to 128s., closing with buyers at 128s. 6d. 
To-day the market opened at 128s., advanced to 130s. 6d., and closed 
at 130s. It seems now evident that the extreme prices which have 
prevailed for the last two or three months have exercised a prejudi- 
cial effect, not only on the home trade, but also on the demand from 
many of the foreign markets. There is little doing in makers’ iron, 
and prices of special brands have a downward tendency. This state 
of matters, taken in connection with the strength of the market 
from a speculative point of view, has produced so much irregularity 
in prices that I cannot to-day give definite quotations.

The Pig-iron trade has got easier with the close of the shipments, 
and with rather a manifestation on the part of buyers not to go in 
for “warrants” at present prices, the foreign demand not warrant- 
ing such a course. This is bringing the supplies of ore into a full 
abundance, and a reduction in both native and foreign is looked for. 
The stock in store has been reduced 16,471 tons, and now is in Con- 
nal and Co.’s stores 133,353 tons, with warrants in circulation for 
121,650 tons; and in Canal Co.’s stores 680 tons, with warrants in 
circulation for 300 tons. 

Scotch makers of finished iron—so far as known—are abiding no- 
minally by their price list, although the orders in hand are barely 
keeping works going ; and one maker informed us this forenoon that 
he had not an order upon his books, a circumstance which had not 
occurred with him before for 10 years. There is work to give out, 
but buyers are withholding orders in the hope of a reduction of 
prices. The shipbuilding firm of John Elder and Co. have entered 
into a contract for 15 steamers, with the probability of being fol- 
lowed by an order for other 10. This order is reported to be for a 
French or continental company, but the steamers are not to be large 
first-class passenger ships but small cargo steamers of about 800 tons 
each, so that the order is not regarded of such magnitude as it at first 
appears. 

Tha quotations for coals have been reduced by the solitary firm of 
Dixon and Co., Govan Ironworks, while the trade have advanced the 
price of dross 2s. per ton. This is so serious a matter to some of 
our large manufacturing firms that it meansan increase of their ma- 
nufacturing expenses of from 10,000/. to 15,000/. a-year, with no 
chance of having the same recouped from any source. Short time 
will be the inevitable result, with the likelihood of these firms be- 
coming their own coalmasters at no distant date. This is surely 
running the prices up, and so running the trade out of the hands of 
present coalowners. 

At the usual meeting of the Glasgow Trades Council—for they are 
all interested in the price of coal—‘‘a conversation took place with reference to the 
high price of coals, and the influence which it is alleged the action of the miners 


have had in cansing the great rise in price; and the secretary was instructed to 
communicate with the miners’ secretary, and ask for information on the following

VENTILATION OF MINES, ~The Messrs. Addie, of Langloan, have 
adopted a new system of ventilating their coal mines by fans, The 
experiments were tried on two of their pits with success. The fans 
used for the purpose are of the ordinary construction, but slightly 
hollowed towards the middle. They measure 5 ft. in diameter, anid 
are driven at the immense speed of 600 revolutions per minute. The fans are placed 
at the top of an intermediate shaft, which is closed, and the air is made to pass 
through a side tunnel to the exterior of the top of the closed shaft, down which it 
passes at an immense velocity, as will be evident when itis stated that 33,000 ft. of 
ar are sent out every minute. The fans, of which there are two sets, are driven by 
a pair of horizontal engines, of 12-inch cylinders, the motion being direct from the 
fly-wheel ; and they are wrought alternately night and day, one of the fans being 
sufficient for the whole ventilating purposes of the vast workings of the two pits 
The fans are on the principle of Schiele’s patent, were constructed by the Union 
Engineering Company at Manchester, and cost about 700/. By the adoption of this 
process of ventilation all chance of the firing of the shaft through the overheatin 
of the ventilating furnaces is obviated, as these furnaces are altogether dispensec 
with. Then there can be no shrinking of the brattices, or the lining of the shaft 
falling away through the heat of the furnaces, which is often another cause of 
accidents,

Oct. 3.—The Iron Trade of South Staffordshire is virtually in a 
state of suspense so far as new business is concerned; but as re- 
gards quotations the condition of the market is one of feverish ex- 
citement. The tendency of prices is downwards alike in the pig 
and finished departments of the trade; and it was announced on 
Change to-day that the leading houses had made a reduction of 2, 
per ton, making 14/. the standard for bars, with proportionate 
rates for hoops, strips, rods, plates, and angles. Sheets (singles) of 
the medium and commoner makes are fully 3/. per tonlower. Much 
of this depression in prices is, however, due to the anxiety of mer- 
chants to dispose of their surplus stocks before a more decided re- 
action in prices takes place. Instances have come under our notice 
in which consumers of iron, who had bought largely, have been 
offering their surplus for sale at a shade below merchants’ prices. 
In the Pig-Iron Trade the commoner brands are lower in value, but 
most of the makers of all mine hot-blast continue to quote 8/, ag 
the standard rate. 

_The Amalgamated Association of Miners are holding this week at 
Walsall their half-yearly Conference. The proceedings have excited a good deal of 
interest in South Staffordshire, the address of the president, Mr. Halliday, being 
especially distinguished by its moderation. Significant hints were, however, 
thrown out by the delegates representing North and South Staffordshire that the 
colliers were dissatisfied with the present rate of wages, and that the recent de- 
mand for an advance of 6d. per day would be energetically enforced. 

The demand for Wrought Ironwork for constructive purposes is 
very quiet just nowin the Black Country, and it is even hinted that 
some of the establishments are about to be closed for a time until 
the market for raw material assumes a more settled aspect. In the 
lighter classes of hardware prices are decidedly lower. Curry- 
combs have fallen as much as 20 per cent. Certain classes of marine and railway 
ironwork are quoted 2s. per ewt. lower, It is expected that the cut-nail makers, 
who reduced their prices 1/. per ton a few weeks since, will shortly declare a fur- 
ther reduction of 2/. per ton. Foundry work is in quieter request, and quotations 
are a shade easier. The tube mills are in very full production, considerable orders 
for gas-tubes and fittings being in course of completion. Locks and other builders’ 
ironmongery are 5 per cent. lower all round. 

Mr. K. I. R. Lucas, of Penntields, Wolverhampton, has patented 
a new process for the coking of pitch. The invention consists first in the produe- 
tion of a pitch-coke of good quality by subjecting the pitch in a mufie-oven to the 
influence of the flame, heat, and gases evolved from the fuel employed ; and, se- 
condly, in the manufacture of chrysen and anthracen from coke-oil and pitcl-oil, 

On the East Worcestershire side of the district the decline in the 
Tron Trade during the last few weeks has been most marked. The 
Earl of Dudley has joined the other leading houses in declaring a 
reduction of 2/. on finished iron. His lordship’s price is, however, 
12s, 6d. above any other house, 14/, 12s, 6d. being his standard for 
bars. A good deal of fluctuation is noticeable in the price of sheets 
throughout the district, singles ranging from 18/. to 217. per ton, 
It is generally expected that still further reductions in price will have to be made 
in the course of the next few weeks, the rates now current being too much above 
the average to represent anything like a permanent standard. 

An influential meeting of coalmasters was held at Wolverhampton 
to consider the project for effecting a thorough drainage of the coal 
field. The proposals of Mr. Johnson and Mr. Peacock were well re- 
ceived, and a most influential committee was appointed to report 
more fully on the question in all its bearings at an adjourned meet- 
ing, to be held as soon as practicable.

Masters’ Association was held on Thursday afternoon, at Stoke on-Trent; Mr. F. 
Wragge in the chair. The question of prices came on for discussion, and it was 
stated that it had been found difficult to reach within from WU. to 2/. of the official 
list in the prices obtainable. It was resolved unanimously to reduce the prices of 
finished iron 2/. a ton, making crown bars 12/, 10s., delivered equal to Birmingham, 
Manchester, or Liverpool; best plates, 15/. ; hoops, 14/.; and other descriptions in 
proportion. The decision come to by the makers of finished iron had the effect of 
unsettling the market for pig-iron and ironstone, and an indisposition was shown 
either to reduce prices on the one side or to purchase on the other. The prices for 
the current quarter of both pig-iron and ironstone will probably await the action of 
the quarterly a at Birmingham on the 10th inst., but there can be very little 
doubt that they willrbe unfavourably affected by the reduction in manufactured 
iron. The demand for coal has been diminished, the ironworks not having been 
working full time, and consequently requiring a smaller quantity of fuel. One 
blast-furnace has been blown out during this week. 

The Corbyn’s Hall Company (Limited), which was formed some 
14 months ago, with a fully paid-up capital of 20,000/., to carry on the works of 
Mr. Matthews at Corbyn’s Hall, near Dudley, has called a meeting of creditors, to 
be held at the Great Western Hotel. The liabilities in excess of capital are estimated 
at about 8000/7. Old contracts at low prices are the reported cause of the failure.

EXPLOSIVE GASES IN CoAL Mrnrs.—Mr. E. H. Pickburn makes 
the very extraordinary statement that coal mines do not give off explosive gases 
but hydrogen, and that this hydrogen, when mixed with air, becomes “‘ carbu- 
retted hydrogen.” Now, I take it that he who would teach others should first 
learn his own lesson. This, Mr. Pickburn, though ‘‘a chemist” has failed to do. 
Coal mines evolve light carburetted hydrogen, which is an inflammable gas; and, 
with a mixture of from 1 to 14 volumes of air, this light carburetted hydrogen be- 
comes the explosive “ fire-damp” ofthe miner. There is no [free] hydrogen what- 
ever in the gas evolved from the coal seams; neither could any admixture of air 
with hydrogen form carburetted-hydrogen. Tho most explosive mixture of fire- 
damp is one of carburretted hydrogen with seven or eight volumes of air.—J,

The proc —- of 
coal in 1871 was 7,000,000 tons in excess of the previous year, an increase In value oO 
56,500,000/., while the miners scarcely obtained 6,000,000/. in all for a 
Referring to the question of hours Mr. Halliday hoped that the delegates w wee ¢ . 
all they could to establish the eight-hours system in all the collieries throug -_ 
the country. At the same time he was anxious that their increased leisure 
should be employed in obtaining knowledge. He was glad that members of oN 
liament had come to help the agricultural labourers, but no membersof Parliamen 
had come to the aid of the miners. Their position, however, had been improved 
by combination. Mr. Halliday eulogised the new Mines Regulation Bill, and said 
that much had been done to increase the safety of the getters of coal. Government 
in the last session meted out justice as best they could, alike to miners, mine 
owners, and the public generally. Through the exertions of miners deputations a 
clause had been introduced in the new Act, by which boys were not allowed to 
work in the pits more than 54 hours in the week, and not more than 10 hours per 
day from band to band. A certain number of hours per week. between the hours 
of eight and six, had to be devoted to education by boys employed at the collieries, 
which would render the next generation wiser and more intelligent than the pre- 
sent generation. He commended the clause which prevented wages being paid in 
public-houses ; but the miners were desirous that weekly payments should also be 
enforced by law. The truck system required to be abolished, compensation was 
necessary to be secured from masters for the neglect of their mine managers, and 
the molification or repeal of the obnoxious Criminal Threats Act was essentially 
demanded. He urged the delegates to agitate until they had effected these desir- 
able improvements. As a means of settling disputes between men and their em- 

loyers ho recommended the formation of co-operative mine associations, con- 
hey if possible, without the aid of capitalists. The association might easily 
subscribe the necessary funds for starting a co operative colliery ona laege scale. 
In all the various questions that had arisen between masters and men the con- 
ference had endeavoured to evince a conciliatory spirit, and to exercise reason In- 
stead of resorting to war. He trusted that in‘a brief time Indusirial Boards of 
Arbitration would be formed in every mining district throughout the country. If 
arbitration were a better means than war of settling international difficulties, as 
was proved by the Geneva Arbitration between this country and America, then why 
not apply it to the questions between masters and men in the mining industry of 
the kingdom? Arbitration, however, would be ineffectual unless the miners were 
rendered powerful to negociate by combination and Trades Unions. 

THE WAGES QuESTION.—At the close of the Conference on Thurs- 
day afternoon, a resolution was put, authorising the South Staffordshire colliers 
working in the West Bromwich, Cannock Chase, and Darleton districts to demand 
an advance of 15 per cent. in wages, the association agreeing to support them in 
their effort to obtain the advance. In the districts named there are, on the whole, 
about 2000 colliers. Itis expected that tho notice will be given on Saturday. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Oct. 3.—That there is at last to be a change in the Iron Trade there 
einnot be much doubt. A fortnight or nearly three weeks having 
passed with little or nothing doing in the market has shown makers 
that buyersare greatly in earnest in refusing to pay any longer the high 
prices which have for some time been exacted of them. It is pretty 
clear, therefore, that makers have seen the extent to which they could go in the 
matter of quotations, and ior the fature they will have to vend their merchandise 
at cheaper rates. It must, however, be remembered that quotations for finished 
fron were ina great measure foreed up, and there is little room for complaint 
against makers for the height to which quotations reached. The values of finished 
iron hardly rose in proportion to the inereased cost of fuel, raw materials, and la- 
bour. For instince, when rails were 7/. to 8/. per ton, coals could be got at under 
10s. per ton, and pig at 5/., and labour was fully 30 per cent. cheaper than at pre- 
sent. Now, when rails are sold at 11/. to 12/., coals can scarcely be obtained at 30s. 

er ton, and pig at 9/. It is clear, therefore, that makers’ profits are little, if any, 
arger now then twelve monthe ago. It must be admitted that such a period of 
prosperity as the last six or nine months was not known before for many years, if 
ever, and it is not much to be wondered at that the climax has at lastbeen reached. 
Advices from the large ironmaking centres of England show that finished iron is 
now quoted down as muchas 2/, as compared with two months ago, and this course 
will, in some measure, have to be taken by the ironmasters of the district. Yet the 
reduction in prices cannot be so great in Monmouthshire and South Wales as in the 
districts alluded to, because at no time have the prices of Welsh iron been so high 
as those of Staffordshire and Cleveland. Buyers are, however, clearly determined 
to limit their purchases as much as possible until they can buy at more advanta 
geous prices. There is scarcely an order of any magnitude given out, but some 
emall contracts for immediate consumption are placed at late rates. The change 
will probably not be much regretted by the finished ironmasters generally, as 
there is little doubt that a more active and satisfactory trade will be done when 
rates are easicr than could possibly be done if the high pressure quotations which 
have latterly prevailed were continued, Rail-makers will have little cause for com- 
plaint if eee reductions are made in the values of pig and other mate- 
rials used in the manufacture, It cannot be said that purchasers are altogether 
satisfied with the reductions already made, for they seem still to be holding back 
in the hope that they will be able to place their orders at still lower prices. They 
will probably experience some disappointment, for the most makers can do is to 
lower their prices proportionately with pig and other materials ; and as those matce 
rials do not seem likely to give way to any extent for some time yet, very great re- 
ductions cannot reasonably be expected in the prices of railway or bar iron. Pig 
makers are fullof work, but the production is checked by the searcity of coals. 

Extensions and improvements are being carried on energetically 
atthe Race Works, near Pontypool, which were re-started some time ago. The 
fourth blast furnace has been reconstructed, and will very shortly be quite ready 
for work. New boilers, a new stack, 54 new coke ovens, and new sidings are allin 
course of construction, and when complete will greatly add to the productive 
capacity of the works. va fee 

In the Tin-Plate Trade it is gratifying to find a more satisfactory 
state of things. The tin-plate workers and their employers in the Briton Ferry and 
Swansea district have at last arranged their disputes, and the works are again in 
operation. The men are to have ls. per ton advance, and the weight is to remain 
as usual. In the demand there is no improvement to report. The quarterly meet 
ing of the trade was held at Newport, on Wednesday, when the business was 
merely formal, and it was agreed to make no alteration in quotations. A meeting 
is to be held ina month's time to take into consideration “ the desirability of closing 
the works for a time.” 

Notwithstanding all the predictions to the contrary the Steam Coal 
Trade is still in a prosperous condition. The demand is extensive, and prices are 
maintained without difficulty. All the leading foreign customers are negociating

for supplies for several months forward, and at high prices. There are the same 
complaints heard about the working of the colliers. Considerable time is spent each 
week in the holding of mass and delegate meetings in various parts of the district 
to discuss various questions. If the colliers would work something like full timea 
much more extensive trade might be done. The cold weather of the past week has 
very considerably added to the enquiry for house coals, and a brisk trade is being 
done on local account and coastwise. Prices continue to tend upwards. 

A very startling occurrence took place in the Rhondda Valley this 
week. Atthe Ton Colliery on Wednesday night the winding-rope broke. Fortu- 
nately there was no lives lost, but there being about 500 men employed in the pit, 
nearly all of those had to remain in the pit during the night. The accident, as 
might be imagined, caused very great alarm in the district. 








TERRAS.—The meeting on Thursday, of which a full report will 
be found in another column of this day’s Journal, was of a very satis- 
factory character. Not only was the financial position such as to 
permit of a further dividend of 1s. 6d. per share, but the prospects 
were considered to be most encouraging. Hitherto there has been 
some delay owing to the want of stamps, but Dr. Taylor believed 
they had the right article now, and would have equal to 300 heads 
of stamps, which would realise a quantity of tin next year. He be- 
lieved they might anticipate at least four times more than now. 
From 20 to 30 tons per month would be obtained at comparatively 
little expense, as they were really quarrying instead of mining most 
of the stuff. The new stamps require much less fuel than the old 
ones, and he anticipated that without difficulty the dividends would 
be increased, and perhaps doubled, next year. They had plenty of 
tinstuff, and would have power to dress it, so that he did not see 
any hindranco to turning out a largo quantity. Captain Martin 
Rickard believed that within a few months the mine would de- 
mgnstrate by actual results all that had been said in the report. 
The tinstuff taken from the shallow lodes rivalled almost any lodes 
he had seen in the county, and when they get down deeper very 
much increased returns might be depended upon. He had never 
meen a lode in ihe county equal to that at the 40 fm. level; it was 
miuch richer and better defined than at the 30, and was now worth
